BORROWING MONEY “ON THE 
ROAD.” 


THE editor of The Iron Age once said: “Of 
all the errors that a travelling salesman can 
make, the most fatal is to borrow money from 
his customers.” That is a truth that men new 
in the business would do well to firmly im- 
press on their memories. It is quite enough 
to ask a customer to cash a check received 
from the house, that can be added to the day’s 
deposit at the bank, and thus keep the cash 
balance intact; it is presuming upon good 
nature to ask a customer to cash a draft 
uponethe house, even though there is no dan- 
ger of its being dishonored; but it certainly 
amounts to business suicide to negotiate a 
straight loan. Merchants have no money to 
lend to their business associates; and, while 
probably many will, with seeming willingness, 
help a man with whom their relations may be 
cordial, they will be very apt to remember 
distinctly the date upon which payment was 
promised, and will expect payment—indeed, 
even insist upon getting back their money, 
and in default put their debtor in a position 
that may permanently injure his interests. 
Even when payment is made promptly, the 
lender may have a feeling of uneasiness that 
the first transaction may have others in its 
train that might not end so favorably; hence, 


there will be a strained relation that will not 
help either side very much, 

A travelling salesman should guard his per- 
sonal credit as jealously as his reputation for 
fair dealing. The man whose manner and 
bearing indicate that he is in no need of 
favors has no occasion to ask for them—they 
come to him unasked; but let the same man 
once show himself “hard un,” and try to 
borrow money, his well-fed and groomed ap- 
pearance will avail him little. He will ever 
afterward be regarded as a man liable to call 
for assistance, and one who is to be kept at a 
distance. Better, even when but temporarily 
and for good reason embarrassed, to write 
home, to borrow from a fellow-salesman, or 
to “stand off” the hotel keeper and go out of 
town upon the bumpers of a freight train, 
than importune a customer at the risk of 
straining relations with him and losing his 
friendly regard. 


BRAYTON IVES TO ABANDON SUIT. 


AFTER nearly seven years of litigation Bray- 
ton Ives offers to abandon the suit which he 
instituted against Ellis & Elvey, of London, 
to recover $4371, the price paid by him for 
the now notorious Columbus letter. 

Mr. Ives, we need hardly recall, bought the 
letter in 1890 from Gilbert Ellis, under the 
impression that it was a contemporaneous 
print from type. Later, he alleged, the letter 
was not printed from movable type, but by 
some modern reproductive process. 

Suit was entered against Mr. Ellis here, 
and decisions in favor of the bookseller 
were rendered by the lower courts; but in 
December last the Court of Appeals ordered 
a new trial, and it was thought that the case 
would be fought over again. The death, 
however, of Mr. Ellis, and the withdrawal of 
Mr. Elvey from the firm intervened, and re- 
cently Mr. Ives, through his attorney, offered 
to abandon the suit if the Ellis heirs would 
share a portion of the expense already in- 
curred. James H. Fay, who represents the 
heirs, is reported to have said on the 14th 
inst. that this method of settlement would 
probably be accepted. 


WORK OF AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


THE eighty-sixth annual report of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society, read at the annual meeting 
held at the Bible House, in New York City, 
on the 8th inst, stated that the threatened 
evils arising from a permanent shrinkage in 
the support given the society have been ar- 
rested. Fifteen life directors were consti- 
tuted during the year by the payment of $150 
each, and 263 life members were constituted 
by the payment of $30 each. The receipts 
were $433,173, and the cash balance at the 
close of the fiscal year was $29,329. Appro- 
priations have been authorized for the foreign 
work during the current year to an amount 
not exceeding $200,000. The total amount of 
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invested funds is $486,402. The income from 
these permanent funds for the past year was 
$19,595. 

The total issues of Bibles for the year, at 
home and abroad, amount to 1,723,791. This 
is an increase of 169,663 over those of last 
year. Of these 686,755 were distributed in the 
United States, and 1,037,036 in foreign lands. 
The total issues of the society in eighty-six 
years amount to 70,677,225. 

During this year the society has established 
a special agency among the colored people of 
the Southern States. The Rev. Dr. J. P. 
Wrage has been appointed agent at Atlanta,

NOT A CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY 
DEPARTMENT. 


THe ASSOCIATED Press, on the 12th inst., 
received the following letter from Herbert 
Putnam, the Librarian of Congress: 


“T have received the following letter: 


““*An agent calling himself F. E. Stewart, of the 
Library of Congress, came to me the other day with 
a project for a travelling library, a branch of your 
library at Washington. For $2 a year one book a 
week would be sent free to any address, same book 
to be returned at the end of the week. Is this a 
legitimate arrangement?’ 


“During the last few years there have been 
various attempts upon the part of publishers 
and book agents to promote their enterprises 
by the allegation, direct or implied, that their 
publications emanate from the Library of 
Congress or are issued in some way under its 
authority. Here appears to be an imposture 
of another sort. The Library of Congress is, 
of course, a free library. It is not a circulat- 
ing library, and there is no F,. E. Stewart on 
its rolls, nor, so far as I am aware, any per- 
son of such a name employed in any way to 
represent it.

BIG PRICES FOR RARE BOOKS. 


Tue highest price yet paid for a copy of 
a modern author’s book has just been given 
in England by Mr. T. J. Wise. For three 
thousand dollars he has lately acquired the 
second of the only two known copies of the 
original edition of Tennyson’s “Lover’s Tales 
—to the ordinary man an insignificant dis- 
colored little volume—with some corrections 
in the poet’s hand. The other copy is in the 
Rowfant Library. 

At the first day’s sale of the sixth part of 
the McKee Library, on the evening of May 12, 
a Baskett Bible (London, 1752,) was sold for 
$2025. This is alleged to be the first Bible 
printed in America, by Kneeland & Green, of 
Boston, who, according to Isaiah Thomas, 
used Mark Baskett’s name to avoid prosecu- 
tion. The book was in the original sheep 
binding and was secured by George D. Smith. 

A first edition of Charles Dickens’s “David 
Copperfield,” London, 1850, with a_presenta- 
tion inscription and a letter from Dickens to 

_ L. Rickards, dated “Tavistock House, 
Thirty-first May, 1854.” brought $625. l 

The Kilmarnock edition (1786) of Burns's 
Poems sold for $825. 

“A Catalogue of Choice and Valuable 
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Books . . . to be Sold for Ready Money Only 
by Benj. Franklin at the Post Office in Phila- 
delphia, Wednesday, the 11th day of April, 
1744, at Nine a clock in the Morning,” only 
known copy, sixteen pages, binding by Fran- 
cis Bedford, fetched $345. 

“The History of the Five Indian Nations,” 
by Caldwallader Colden, printed and sold 
by William Bradford, New York, 1727, sold 
for $860. 

“His Majesties Gracious Letter to the Earle 
of Southampton, Treasurer, and to the Coun- 
cell and Company of Virginia,” London, 1622, 
brought $260. 

For a quarto first edition of Percy Bysshe 
Shelley’s “Adonais,” published at Pisa, “with 
the types of Didot,” in 1821, the record price 
of $2125 was paid by George H. Richmond, 
at the second and concluding day’s sale of the 
McKee library. This book bears the inscrip- 
tion in Shelley’s own handwriting, “To my 
dear Friend Leigh Hunt,” and contains also a 
presentation inscription from Leigh Hunt to 
Thomas Love Peacock, as well as the char- 
acteristic markings of favored passages by 
Leigh Hunt. 

The next highest price of the day, and the 
third highest of this sale, was $1600, paid 
also by Mr. Richmond, for the first folio 
black letter edition of “The Imitation of 
Christ,” by Thomas 4 Kempis, published 
about 1471, by Vindel. It contains 76 un- 
numbered leaves, 35 lines to a page. 





BOOKTRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 
THE BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 


THE May dinner of the Booksellers’ League 
was held on Wednesday evening, the 14th 
inst., at the rooms of the Aldine Associa- 
tion, and was in every way an enjoyable af- 
fair, Mr. Ernest Thompson-Seton, author of 
“Wild Animals I Have Known,” and other 
animal books; Mr. J. Hamblen Sears, of the 
editorial staff of Harper & Brothers, and au- 
thor of “None But the Brave,” etc., and Mr. 
Louis Burgess were the guests and speakers 
of the evening. 

When the tables had been cleared, the presi- 
dent, John A. Holden, introduced Mr. Seton 
as “the Boswell of the bear and other beasts.” 

Mr. Seton’s talk was in the main an en- 
deavor to show that the new interest in* “na- 
ture books” would be permanent. “Several 
dealers have asked me,” said he, “if I did 
not think there is a ‘boom’ in nature books at 
the present time which will fall off before 
long, like other booms, and leave us where 
we were before. I have told them I think 
there is undoubtedly a ‘boom’ in nature 
books, and it will follow the course of all 
other booms; but it will not leave us where 
we were before.” Mr. Seton cited as a par- 
allel the bicycle boom of 1895, and the slump 
in the bicycle market that soon followed: 
“vet,” said he, “with the return of normal 
conditions twice as many wheels are used to- 
day as during the boom.” So it would be, he 
thought, with nature study. 

“Darwin was the first,” he- continued, “to 
give scientific force to the idea that the ani- 
mals are our kind. Since then we have come 
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to realize that what is possible with us is pos- 
sible with the animals, and vice versa. We 
have greater reasoning power, but their lack 
in this is offset by their keener senses. Of 
late vears the point of view has changed, and 
now the underlying idea in nature study is 
that the more we know about the animals the 
more we know about ourselves.” 

Mr. Seton mentioned some instances he 
had observed of remarkable intelligence in 
antelopes, eagles and wolves, and concluded 
by saying: “The animals have personali- 
ties like our own, but of course with 
much lower reasoning powers. The study 
of the animals from this point of view 
gives a great elevating pleasure to those 
who indulge in it, and is supplanting the 
pleasure of shooting merely for the sake of 
killing. All the best sentiment of the nation 
is in the direction of preserving our animals. 
Now, the interest in these things will not fall 
off altogether. Each year we are becoming 
more and more an outdoor nation, and take 
greater pleasure in the study of outdoor life. 
The demand will endure and so will the sup- 
ply. The nature book has come to stay. 
There is a ‘boom,’ in a certain sense, but the 
normal condition, when it is established, will 
show a greater interest in nature books than 
before.” 

Mr. J; Hamblen Sears spoke next, in a dry, 
humorous vein, upon “Angling for Authors.” 
He said times had changed since the poor, 
miserable, half-starved author went trem- 
bling into the presence of the publisher with 
a manuscript. “To-day,” said he, “when we 
have the picture of a publisher going to the 
author’s elegant hotel suite, or to his country 
estate, begging him to write a new book, and 
finding him buried under a pile of letters 
from fifteen or twenty other publishers, all 
offering him ten times more than he can pay, 
the situation becomes serious!” He described, 
in an amusing way, his business visits to nu- 
merous “literary centres” in the Middle West, 
where his arrival was often made the occa- 
sion of a convivial celebration rather than of 
business transactions; of his visit to a youth- 
ful authoress, who revealed to him her plans 
for four of the most remarkable books ever 
conceived by the human brain, etc. Mr. 
Sears also told of his visit to Gen. Lew 
Wallace, whom he found in his huge marble 
“study” at work upon his Memoirs, and to 
Gilbert Parker, from whom he heard the 
story of the prototype in real life of Charles 
Steele, the hero of “The Right of Way.” 

Mr. Louis Burgess, of Brentano’s, was the 
last speaker, and gave several excellent recita- 
tions of sketches in negro dialect, concluding 


with a selection from Thomas Nelson Page’s 
“Meh Lady.”

RicHarp Harpinc Davis will represent Col- 
lier’s Weekly at the coronation of Alfonso 
x1. of Spain, and of Edward vu. of England. 


Just before his death, Bret Harte finished 
a new series of “Condensed Novels,” which 
present travesties on Kipling, Conan Doyle, 
et al. 


Kinc Epwarp has commissioned J. E. C. 
Bodley, author of “The Revolution and Mod- 
ern France,’ “The Parliamentary System,” 
etc., to write the official account of the coro- 
nation ceremony, which will be published in 
two editions, one of which will be for popular 
subscription. 


E. F. Benson’s new novel is to be entitled 
“A Book of Months.” It will be an autobio- 
graphical story of a man’s life for a year, told 
in a series of monthly sections. He has al- 
ready written the story for three months, but 
it is unlikely that the book will be published 
till the spring of next year. 


Tue title of Miss Hallie Erminie Rives’s 
new novel, to be published by Bowen-Merrill 
Company, will be “Hearts Courageous.” One 
of its most thrilling scenes is laid in the old 
State House, in Philadelphia, while the final 
debate on the Declaration of Independence 
was in progress.

American Pottery,” is at work on a book that 
will deal with marks of American potters, 
and will illustrate tooo different marks found 
on pottery and porcelain made in the United 
States from the beginning of the industry 
here until the present time. Another work by 
Dr, Barber is the first art handbook of the 
Pennsylvania Museum and School of Indus- 
trial Art, and will treat of the tulip-ware of 
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the Pennsylvania Germans, with special refer- 
ence to the unique, valuable, and very inter- 
esting collections of slip-decorated and sgraf- 
fito wares displayed in Memorial Hall. This 
volume will contain historical sketches of the 
old Pennsylvania potteries, and will be fully 
illustrated in half-tone and color. 


DoL_F Wy Liarpe, the author of “The Story 
of Eden,” published by John Lane, has writ- 
ten to say that this story was the outcome of 
a visit to Africa in 1889 on account of illness. 
She planned and wrote the book at Wynberg, 
and on the way home—in the chart room of 
the Carisbrook Castle, where she was safe 
from interruption, and while Africa was still 
strong in her memory. She is an English- 
woman, and most of her time is spent in Lon- 
don. Journalism has taught her to describe 
accurately, to observe closely, and to turn 
every chance experience into copy. She says 
that if she succeeds as a writer of books it 
will be half due to the fact that she has been 
London correspondent, sports editor, para- 
graphist, and newspaper reporter. She says 
that she has been amused by the incredulity 
cast upon her name, and adds that her inti- 
mate friends cannot imagine her being called 
anything else but “Dolf.” 





BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


“Tue LITERATURE OF AMERICAN History,” 
edited by J. N. Larned for the American Li- 
brary Association, will be published early in 
June by Houghton, Mifflin & Co. This work 
is much the most ambitious of the kind ever 
attempted. In its preparation Mr. Larned en- 
listed the aid of forty specialists drawn from 
Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Columbia and other 
leading universities, and from the critical 
forces of. the most trustworthy journals of 
America. Each contributor chose the works 
within his own field, and has given each book 
a short note of description and appraisal. 
Canada has a strong department, edited by 
William McLennan, of Montreal; Central and 
South America form a division, equally val- 
uable, edited by Mr. G. P. Winship, of 
Providence. To assist readers, students and 
library purchasing committees, Professor 
Channing, of Harvard, appends three lists, 
for a school library, a town library, and a 
good working library. All told this bibli- 
ography comprises more than four thousand 
titles. 


Tue Drsptn Cius will publish some time 
during the fall a work to be entitled “Three 
Centuries of English Booktrade Bibliog- 
raphy: an essay on the beginnings of book- 
trade bibliography since the introduction of 
printing, and in England since 1595,” by A. 
Growoll, managing editor of THe PuBLIsH- 
ERS’ WEEKLY, and author of “Booktrade Bib- 
liography in the United States in the xrxth 
Century,” etc. An important feature of the 
volume will be a chronological annotated 
“List of the Catalogues, etc., published for 
the English booktrade from 1595-1902,” pre- 
pared by Wilberforce Eames, of the Lenox 
Library. The work will be illustrated with 
two portraits on Japan paper, and a number 
of title-pages and book lists in facsimile, 
many of them never reproduced before, Or- 


ders for the volume, which will be priced at 
five dollars before the date of issue, and 
higher after publication, may now be regis- 
tered, without the money, with the manager 
of the club, M. L. Greenhalgh, 1135 Madison 
Avenue, New York. 


Proressor EpwArp ARBER, we are glad to 
note, has received sufficient encouragement to 
proceed with the preparation of his reprint of 
the “Term Catalogues,” announced by us 
some months ago. The “Term Catalogues” 
supplied the place in English booktrade bib- 
liography that their prototypes, the Frankfurt 
and Leipzig fair catalogues occupied in Ger- 
man booktrade bibliography. They were pub- 
lished, at sixpence each, four times a year in 
the middle of the law terms—Hilary, Easter, 
Trinity and Michaelmas—from 1668-17009, 
first by Starkey, then by Starkey & Clavel, 
later by Robert Clavel alone, and finally by the 
“booksellers of London.” These catalogues 
are very scarce. No library in the world con- 
tains a complete set of them: no public li- 
brary in the United States seems to have any 
of them, though Mr. Wilberforce Eames, of 
the Lenox Library, personally has almost a 
complete set. Of the 162 numbers issued, one 
has not yet been recovered. Professor Arber 
will print his edition from five different col- 
lections, three public and two private. It will 
be printed in new bold Caslon type, on vellum 
paper, in three double-columned quartos, of 
which the first will be ready next September, 
and the others will follow at intervals of four 
or five months. The index will amount to 
about six hundred columns, eight inches deep, 
in brevier type. The impression is limited in 
number, and the cost of the small-paper copies 
will be ten guineas. Subscribers’ names should 
be sent to Professor Arber 73 Shepherd’s Bush 
Road, W. London, Eng.

(2) to construe Christianity through religion ; 
“Philosophy and Life,’ by Professor John 
Henry Muirhead, of the University of Bir- 
mingham, England, who treats of abstract 
and practical ethics, imperialism, the science 
of poor law relief, modern temperance re- 
form, etc.; also, “The Roll-Call of West- 
minster Abbey,” by Mrs. A. Murray Smith, 
an entertaining gossipy account of the Abbey 
monuments, with many half-tone illustra- 
tions. They will publish at an early date “A 
Text-book of Systematic Anatomy.” The 
plan adopted in preparing this work is the 
systematic method as distinguished from the 
topographical method, the several systems of 
organs being treated separately and in se- 
quence by such authorities as Professor A. H.

An ENTERPRISING Book AGENT.—So fear- 
less is the modern book agent that he even 
hawks his wares within the sacred precints of 
the police station. A few days ago a partic- 
ularly intrepid member of the fraternity en- 
tered the station where now presides Police 
Captain Price, once of Tenderloin fame.
